MAKING PINS. 


A D escription of the M anufacture of • 
Very I'nfral Article. 
The manufacture pf a pin was a tedious 
proooss when cqtifcly made by hand; no 
less than twelve or fourteen processes 
had it to pass through before it was com­ 
pleted. 
The wonderful machinery now 
In use has much simplified 
matters. 
First of all, the wire is placed in a coil 
on a revolving block and drawn through 
holes pierced in a steel plate until it is 
of tho size required. It is then taken to 
tne pin-making room, where rows of 
machines moved by steam poweft produce 
a constant stream of pins at the rate of 
180 to 200 per minute. 
If we stand in front of a machine we 
sec a coil of brass wire on n revolving 
drum. 
Tho end of tho wiro passes 
through a hole and then between iron 
pegs whigh straighten tho wire aud keep 
it in its ^lacc as it is drawn Into the 
machino.

through a hole in a small Iron plate. 
Watch carefully and we sec a pretty little 
hammer strike tho end as soon as it ap­ 
peals on tho other sido of the iron 
plate. 
By successive blows of this hammer 
the head is made. 
This done, down falls 
a sharp blade and cuts the wire into the 
length required for the pin. 
Tills prbcess of drawing in, heading, 
and cutting off goes on continuously, and 
the pins are then carried on to the point­ 
ing part of the machine. 
The pointless pin now falls into a slant­ 
ing groove just wide enough for it, but 
too narrow to let the head through. 
Thus we see a row of pins hanging by 
their heads nearly the whole length of 
the machine. 
Beneath is a revolving 
cylindrical file. 
The surface of the cylinder represents 
a series of graduated files, on which, as 
they arc worked backward and forward, 
the pins arc pointed and fall into a re­ 
ceptacle below. 
They are now put into barrels, which 
are turned round and round, and by this 
means thoroughly scoured and cleaned, 
and arc now ready to hp “livered.” 
They arc now put into kettles heated by 
1 steam, and spread about as evenly as pos­ 
sible. 
A powder of fine tin is then spread 
over them and a certain portion of a6i(l 
added. In this they are boiled for about 
four hours. When taken out they are 
foiind to be covered with a thin coating 
of tin, which gives them tho bright ap­ 
pearance which all pins possess. 
' The pins are then dried and by being 
thrown bito sawdust and polished by bo­ 
ing put Into barrels revolved by machin­ 
ery. 
Thence they are placed Into a flat 
tray, and tho workmen, by a peculiar 
tossing nation, which requires much 
skill, separate all the dust from tho pins, 
which arc now ready for use. 
Thqro is 
a very ingenious machine used for “stick 
ing” tilt: pins Which are to be sent to the 
market on papers. 
Tho paper is placed 
on a piece of curved metal and crimped 
and placed in position to receive the 
pins, which are passed out of a receptacle 
at the top of the machine by a girl, who, 
with a brush, dexterously sweeps them 
into grooves placed in an inclined plane 
leading down to tho paper. 
Thus arranged they pass dowp 
the 
machine in long lines, and by a lever tho 
paper is brought uftdcr the pins, and by 
a beautiful bit of machinery they are 
passed through tho crimpled edges of the 
papet. 
Thus, row by row, the whole 
sheet Is filled.

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HARRISON WITH BLAINE. 
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J. Frank Collom, the M inneapolis A ttor­ 
ney, Taken Into Custody. 
M in n e a p o l is , 
Minn., Aug. 9.—The 
stupendous series of forgeries committed 
by J. Frank Collom is still the reigning 
sensation of Minneapolis. 
Fresh develop­ 
ments aro coming to light in the case every 
hour, and now it is known that upward 
of 112 forged notes are afloat in this city. 
In spite of tho efforts of his creditors to 
give the impression that he is not guilty 
Of tho gigantic forgories with which he is 
charged, Collom was arrested yesterday 
upon a warrant sworn out by F. F. Davis, 
attorney for Mr. Blasdell. 
The complaint 
charges that Collom 
forged a $8,500 five-day note. 
One of tho 
other warrants is sworn out by W. B. 
Anderson on a thirty-day note issued July 
0, and a third complaint was for a $5,000 
note issued June 29. 
He was arraigned a 
few moments later in the municipal court. 
Tho judge refused to release Collom on 
bail, on account of the numerous charges, 
and ho passed the night in the city lock­ 
up. 
A somewhat sensational theory is being 
advanced in connection with the case. 
It 
Is darkly hinted that Collom really in­ 
tended suU-ido when ho made the desperate 
attem pt to jum p out of tho window of 
Davis Sc Farnham’s law office Tuesday 
afternoon. 
He was in a frenzied state and 
it comes from an acquaintance that he said 
in the presence of friends that he was al­ 
most beside himself wheh the accusations 
of forgery were made against him by the 
attorneys. 
In support of the theory of 
suicidal intent is pointed out that within 
the last three mouths Collom has taken out 
insurance upon his life to on amount ex­ 
ceeding $100,000. 


THINKS HE HAS TASCOTT. 


The President Greeted by Crowds at Every 
Station Along tho Route. 
B a r 
H a r bo r, Maine, Aug. 9.—Presi­ 
dent Harrison and party breakfasted at 
the Vendome in Boston Thursday morning 
with 
Lieut.-Gov. Brackett, Adjt.-(Jon. 
Dalton, Mayor Hart, and Col. Mansfield. 
After breakfast tho party took carriages 
and were escorted to tho station by twonty 
outriders. 
The streets along tho route 
wore thronged with people, who enthusi­ 
astically cheered as tho President pas^od. 
Thousands crowded tho station and greeted 
the President with cheers, which lasted till 
tho train pulled out of tho dopot. 
Great crowds or people wore gathered 
at every station along tho lino of tho road 
to great tho President. 
At South Law­ 
rence tho President weut to the rear of his 
car and shook hands with hundreds who 
had gathered thoro. 
At Haverhill a largo 
arch had been erected, and as tho train 
came to a standstill 
a number of tho 
Brother Jonathan club of Republican 
voters 
presented tho President with a 
handsome basket of flowers in behalf of 
the club. 
I resident Harrison walkod out 
on the platform when Exeter was sighted, 
and when tho tiain came to a stop shook 
hands with tho hundreds of men, women, 
and children who climbed up tho stops. 
At Portland 
and 
Brunswick groat 
crowds woro gathered aud tho noisy wel­ 
comes of tho previous stops wero repeat­ 
ed. 
The crowd that greeted tho President 
in Augusta, Mr. Blaine’s home, was a big 
one. 
It extended across tho depot plat­ 
form and tracks and some of its number 
wero on tho depot roof and upon buildings 
near at hand. 
As the train was brought 
to a standstill and tho President walked 
out on the platform ho was given aa old­ 
fashioned Maine cheer. 
Tho President 
grasped many of the scores of hands which 
were held out to him. 
The train moved 
off in a storm of cheers. 
At Waterville 
the President left the train for tho first 
time and was escorted to a platform, 
where he was introduced to the immense 
crowd. Tho chief executive mado a fitting 
response and thou returned to his lunch, 
while tho train started for Bangor, where 
there was another enthusiastic crowd. 
Secretary Blaine mot the President at tho 
Mount Desert ferry, and with but a min­ 
ute’s dday the whole party walked through 
tho crowd and embarked on a special 
steamer. 
Messrs. Harrison and Blaine re­ 
mained on deck during the passage to Bar 
Harbor. 
The first sign of reception came 
from the revenue cutter Woodbury, which 
was decorated, and which fired a national 
salute. 
The greeting was taken up by tho 
yachts, some of which wero decorated. 
Then the welcome was taken up by tho 
people on shore. 
The President and Mr. 
Blaine landed and walked along tho wharf 
out into the stroot, where carriages woro 
awaiting them. 
Arrived at Mr. Blaine’s 
cottage, the President and Secretary of 
State were received by Mrs. Blaine,

Joseph Bean Enters the Rooms o f Special 
Treasury Agent A. C. Bisson.

rival probably saved the agent’s life. 
Bissell is seriously injured. 
The burglar 
proved to be Joseph Bean, who has served 
a ten years’ sentence for a similar crime. 
Murdered by Showmen. 
Cleveland, Ohio, Aug. 9.—Wednesday 
•vining Charles Oberg, 18 years old, of 
Twenty-third avenue, while creeping un­ 
der a circus tent on the West Side was 
struck on the neck by one of the showmen. 
His windpipe was fractured, and, after 
suffering terrible agony oil night, died 
to-day.

TECHNICAL NAMES USED IN THE REVISED 
STATUTES. 
To the Editor. 
Concerning noxious weeds there is 
much con trove! sy. It is very necessary, 
under the existing law, to know what 
these noxious weeds are. 
For informa­ 
tion, we will advance the following, 
whioh if incorrect, we hope will find the 
proper correction. We take for granted 
that the Latin names given in Chapter 
432, of Laws of 1889, amendatory of 
Chapter 313 of the laws of 1887, are the 
correct names of the corresponding Eng­ 
lish name of the weed designated. 
F or 
instance cirsium arvense is Canada this­ 
tle, lappa officinalis is burdock, and this 
is true. 
Bat leucanthemum vulgare 
is 
Whitewood, aud not 
white 
or 
ox-eye daisy. Snapdragon or toad-flax ac­ 
cording to chapter 432 means one and the 
same weed, and the latin name givon for 
both of these is Unaria vulgaris. Lin- 
aria vulgars according to Wood, stand­ 
ard botanical authority,is common toad­ 
flax and not snapdragon. 
The latin 
name tor snapdragon is antirrhinum^ 
hence it my be seen that oommon toad­ 
flax and snapdragon are two distinct 
weeds. 
Souchus for sow thistle, should be writ- 
ien souchus artemis. 
Sour-lock and 
yellow-dook as it is written in the no" 
two separate plants 
to the idea of two 
existing, 
bat the 
is 
not reoogniz3d 
oy Wood. The Latin runic.x crispus is 
made by the text, to signify both soar 
dock and yellow dock, which cannot be. 
Sour-dook we take to mean sheep sor­ 
rel, the Latin for this is rumex aeciotelia. 
The order and genus are the same in 
yellow-dook 
and 
sheep 
sorrel. 
Rumex, is the generic term for both 
yellow-dook and sh'ep sorrel. These 
two weeds differ in species, as is shown 
by tho scientific ter, oeetosella, sheep sor­ 
rel, crispus, yellow dock. 
The notice for the destruction of nox­ 
ious weeds, oalls for the destroying of 
Canada thistles, burdock, whiteweed, 
toad-flax, cockle-burr, sow thistle, sheep 
sorrel. With this exception, viz. tha* 
the the notice does not give as its Latin 
name, and furthermore, gives no proof of 
the existence of the word sour-dook and 
yellow-dook. 
It is right and proper to compel the 
destroying of noxious weeds. 
We are 
not desirous of being called a “nation of 
weeds.” Let not the man who sowed 
tares in an ancient wheat field get the 
mastery at this latter day.

83.000 WORTH OF rEARLS TAKEN FROM 
SUGAR RIVER AT ALBANY YESTERDAY. 
A special correspondence to the Ga­ 
zette from Albany received late last eye­ 
ing, reads as follows: 
“Excitement runs high here in Albany. 
More than $3,000 worth of pearls were 
taken from the river to-day. 
It re­ 
minds one of times when the (California 
gold fever ran rampant. 
About three months ago a gentleman 
visited this oily and proceeded to sample 
*he sand in the river bed. 
He made 
careful analysis of the sand at various 
points 
above and below 
the dam. 
This 
little 
matter 
attracted 
bot 
alight 
attention, 
and 
would have 
been 
forgotten 
quite 
readily 
bad 
the gentleman in question left 
the 
village, bat ne had no snob thought or 
pa rpoee. 
The faot is, he had made the 
valuable discovery that for eight miles 
the Sugar river possessed a wealth of 
pearls in the rough, ridged olams buried 
in its sandy bed. The work of securing 
the treasures was carried on quietly by 
four or five men until about a month 
ago, at which time the matter was public 
property in a day. It leaked out, de 
spite all efforts of restraint, and in a few 
days Sugar river was staked to olaims, 
and the mad rush of fortnne seekers n 
hold eight miles of this water course in 
their grasp and are raking, digging anc 
diving far clams with pearls. 
Unlike the sequel of such (episodes 
generally, this discovery wins, in the t x 
caption that it possesses real merit and is 
not a “boom.” 
Hundreds of pearls have already been 
found there, and sold to New York 
and Chicago jewelers who are on hand to 
buy. 
Some very large, perfectly round 
ed, fine quality pearls were sold at $100 
each; and others with defects of greater 
or lesser extent are sold 
at a price 
ranging from $70 down to $10. 
One of 
the great number found is a genuine cu­ 
riosity and may be seen at Albany yet 
This one, or rather, two in one, is d e ­ 
scribed firstly by a large oirole of uneven 
thickness; secondly by a smaller flat­ 
tened inner cirole, whioh last is sur­ 
mounted by a petrified water bug parti­ 
ally imbedded;
